Yesterday afternoon at 4 :30 o'clock 
the noted and much-hunted Silvestro 
Morales was captured in the tules at the 
head of Alamitos bay, near the boundary 
line between the counties of Los Angeles 
and Orange. The captnre was made by 
Constable Chap. Wilson, of Oceanside, 
aasieted by a man of Rincon, named 
Captillo, and John McGarvin, Jr., of 
Alamitoe. 
For two days the Oceanside man had 
been following close on the heels of the 
bandit, horse-thief and cut-throat, aud 
somewhere Morales lost his horses. 
Be was accompanied, however, by 
the young girl, Nymfia Bias, whom he 
is said to have abducted from her home 
at San Juan, but she seems to have been 
a pretty willing victim. Wilson chased 
the desperado along the coast, which is 
sparsely peopled, the outlaw not taking 
kindly to large towns, such as 
Santa Ana. Finally yesterday afternoon 
he was brought to bay near Alamitos. 
This was a critical place for Morales. To 
go further along the shore would land 
him at Long Beach or Wilmington, 
places not good for his health. To turn 
off from the shore wonld bring him up at 
Los Angeies, or Anaheim, or some 
populous district between.

The soft nature of the Bwamp made the 
footsteps of those in chaee as noiseless 
as the feet of the old Greek gods who 
were said to be shod with wool. One of 
the men had a rifle, another carried a 
shotgun, and the third was provided 
with a revolver. All three leveled their 
pieces at the desperado, and stood until 
he rose from his bending position, The 
constable then told Morales to throw up 
his hands. The “holy terror” raised 
one hand in the air, but held the other 
suspiciously by his side.

Found U n w a rra n ted . 
The caee of the People vs. Harry Bolder 
was called in Police Judge Stanton’s 
Court yesterday afternoon. Bolder was 
arrested Tuesday evening last, on a war­ 
rant sworn to by Louis Ackerman, charg­ 
ing him with attempted rape. He keeps 
a lodging-house at 304 Center street, at 
which place the complaint alleged the 
crime was committed on the person of 
Mrs. Louis Ackerman. Mrs. Ackerman 
testified that she had not been on good 
terms with her husband for some time, 
in consequence of which they had sep­ 
arated, he going to live at Bolder’s boose 
end she remaining at her home on First 
street. On last Friday evening she went 
to Bolder’s, where she found another 
woman and several men in the parlor. 
They danced and drank beer until after 
midnight, at which time witness was 
somewhat 
intoxicated. 
Bolder an­ 
nounced that he intended keeping her all 
night, and took her to his room and rav­ 
ished her. At this time her hueband 
broke into the room and struck both her 
and Bolder, and then took her home. On 
cross-examination the witness said that 
she furnished the money with which the 
beer was purchased, and that she drank 
it because Bolder said it would not hurt 
her. No force was used to get her up 
stairs or in the room. 
In reply to a question put by Mr. 
Damron, tbe defendant’s attorney, the 
witness said that she had talked with her 
husband about securing damages from 
Bolder before the complaint was made. 
The witnees gave a great deal of testi­ 
mony which showed that there had been 
no rape committed, and when she con­ 
cluded the Judge intimated that he had 
heard enough to prove that there was no 
foundation for the chaige. The District 
Attorney thought he could prove the 
crime, and called Lonis Ackerman, the 
complaining witness. 
Ackerman testified that he had been 
rooming at Bolder’s house, and when he 
went home on Friday evening was told 
by Prof. Miller, an astrologer, that his 
wife was drunk. He was about to leave 
the house, as he did not wish to have 
any trouble with his wife, with whom he 
had not been living for some we^k?, 
when he saw Bolder coming up the stairs, 
followed by his wife. Witness stepped 
into Prof. Miller’s room, and from there 
watched his wife go into a room with 
Bolder. He went to the door of the room 
and overheard a portion of a conversa­ 
tion, in which Bolder promised the 
woman something, and she said, “ Sure ; 
forever,” in the German language. He 
waited a few minutes and then burst 
in the room, struck a light, and Baw lus 
wife in a compromising position with 
Bolder. He was very much excited and 
struck them both in the face. The wit­ 
ness said that he had talked the matter 
over with bis wife, and consulted Gotts- 
chalk & Luekel aa to what he should do. 
Mr. Luekel wrote to Bolder, who went 
to his office, bat no settlement was made, 
and witness then swore out the warrant. 
Mr. Damron asked whether witness -lid 
not tell Bolder that be had better trans­ 
fer all his property to him in the saloon 
where he is employed before the com-

plaint was sworn out. Witness said that 
he had never, done so. 
The astrologer, Prof. Miller, waa 
called. 
He did not know anything 
about the case, save that he had seen 
Mrs. Ackerman drinking, of which fact 
he informed her husband. He waa 
called by Ackerman after the room waa 
broken into, and saw Mrs. Ackerman in 
bed with Bolder. The witness wanted 
to explain his power of foretelling fatore 
and describing past events to the Court, 
and also tried to tell of another case be­ 
tween Bolder and a woman, but waa in* 
terrupted by counsel for the defendant, 
who asked him whether he did not, by 
means of his machiuations, send Mrs. 
Bolder to an Eastern State to look for a 
fortune which he said awaited her there. 
Witness again wanted to explain hif 
system, but the Court was tired of hear­ 
ing about astrology, and silenced tbe 
witness by saying that he was either a 
“lunatic or a fraud.” 
There were other witnesses waiting to 
tell their story, but Judge Btanton said 
he had heard enough to convince him 
that the complaint was without cause, 
and therefore discharged the defendant 
and ordered the costa assessed to the 
prosecuting witness. 
As the crowd was filing out of the 
room a man named Spika accosted Prof. 
Miller and charged him with being the 
cause of trouble in his family. It seems 
that the Professor haa had many lady 
customers, and he is accused of being 
the cause of separating more than one 
husbend and wife. The Professor called 
at tbe H erald office last evening and 
took the names and dates of birth ofjev- 
eral of the reporters for the purpose of 
making a chart by which they will be 
able to tell their future. 
He claims to 
have been misrepresented, and says he 
never told a woman anything that would 
cause ber to leave her husband.

If honest and conscientious work on 
the stage for six years, coupled with 
genius that is unmistakable, deserves 
success, Miss Margaret Mather should 
today rank among America’s foremost 
exponents of the legitimate drama. 
Shakespeare’s Romeo and Juliet was the 
play presented before a large audience at 
the Opera House last night, with Mies 
Mather as the unhappy heroine of 
Verona. That Miss Mather possessed 
all the requisites necessary for a success­ 
ful portrayal of that wonderfully exact­ 
ing character is an oft-repeated tale. 
“Juliet” was one of the famed beantiee 
of Verona, young, tender and loving, 
and in that respect Miss Mather is every­ 
thing the character calls f*'-. being 
young and handsome in lace and 
form. “Juliet’s” character, as drawn 
by the poet, is many-sided, and 
it 
is doubtful 
if 
there is an­ 
other heroine of Shakespeare’s crea­ 
tions that calls for such a varied display 
of emotions. “Juliet”—where her story 
of the feud between the Montagues ana 
Capulets is being unfolded—is gay and 
merry as a latk, loving and devoted, 
tender and passionate, until the potion 
scene, when the young wife becomes 
transfoimed into a desperate woman, 
wno is terribly in earnest in ber devotion 
to “ Romeo,” even to the extent of self­ 
destruction. 
Miss Mather was equal to 
all these varying phases in Juliet’s sad 
history. 
The final parting 
with 
“ Romeo” was a masterpiece of skill, and 
the potion scene—always considered the 
test of a “Juliet’s” abilities—was almost 
fearful in its realism, culminating with a 
startling fall down a flight of steps, 
which gained for her a number of re­ 
calls.

The Sewer Committee, of the Council, 
met yeeterday afternoon at the M ayor’s 
office. 
The petition of Jos. Mezzio, for 
connection 
with 
the 
Walters-street 
newer, was recommended to be granted. 
The petition of the owner of the Law 
Building for permission to connect a 
■term drain with the sewer was refused 
for the. reason th at an ordinance forbids 
any such arrangement. 
The propoeition offered by the South 
8ide Irrigation Company to give up their 
pipe lines and turn over their contract 
was read and filed. 
The resolutions parsed at the meeting 
of the anti-Sewer Bond Committee, held 
last Wednesday night, calling for a com­ 
mission of twenty-seven experts, were 
read. Mr. Stiles, the Secretary of the 
committee, explained the purpose of the 
resolutions. 
The opponents 
of 
the 
Ballona route had pledged themselves to 
bring forward some other plans. 
The 
committee was not willing to undertake 
the investigation necessary to complete 
an entire scheme, but it proposed this 
commission as the easiest means of get* 
ting at the results desired in the shortest 
possible time. 
When called upon for an explanation 
as to what was meant by the suggestion 
embodied in the resolutions, that the 
■ewer should take the river route, Mr. 
Stiles said th at this was not offered as 
a definite plan but merely a bint as to 
what might be offered in the place of the 
Ballona route. 
Mr. H. P. Sweet took the floor and 
renewed the arguments offered by the 
■ewer bond workers before the election. 
H e believed that it was only a scheme to 
put off getting any Be were at all. 
Mr. Wells was called upon by Mr. 
Shafer, and explain d what he took to 
be the work of the special com mittee, 
consisting of himself. Mr. Jackson and 
Mr. Hall, which had been appointed at 
th e meeting last Wednesday night. 
The 
idea which had called forth the resolu* 
tions was that of having a commission 
formed to undertake the planning a 
route. 
Dr. SinBabaugh was called upon. He 
thought th at as much as the m atter had 
gone before the people, and they bad re­ 
fused the scheme proposed, it had now 
better go before the people again for 
them to suggest the best m ethod. It 
appeared th at Mr. 8weet thought that a 
commission of twenty-seven was too 
many. 
A committee of one was rather 
more to his wishes, and he himself to be 
th a t one. The Doctor was in favor of a 
calm and dispassionate consideration of 
th e question, and the proposed commis­ 
sion seemed to be an excellent m eans to 
attain that end. Personally the Doctor 
was in favor of returning the sewage to 
th e river in accordance with the common 
law. 
He suggested ;hat experim ents 
might be tried at little expense in filtra­ 
tion of the sewer water, which would 
perhaps offer a solution to the whole 
question. 
The resolutions were ordered referred 
to the Council without recommendation 
of any sort, and made a special order of 
business for 2 p. m. next Tuesday. 
Mr. Shafer, the Chairman of the com­ 
mittee, asked Mr. StileB and Mr. Wells 
a number of questions as to what means 
they proposed to use to get around 
various difficulties 
which 
teamed to 
■tand in the way of every other route ex­ 
cept the Ballona. 
Neither of these 
gentlemen was willing to commit him ­ 
self as to particulars, declaring that such 
matters should be subjects for investiga­ 
tion on the part of the commission. 
It was stated th at Joe Mesmer had 
appeared before the Council last Mon­ 
day, and had promised in behalf of the 
committee agaiflbt the sewer bonds to 
present a definite plan for a sewer, and 
bad personally asked various Coancil- 
tnen not to vote on any proposition until 
this one had been submitted, Mr. Stiles 
and Mr. Wells said that no such state­ 
ment had been made under the order or 
with the authorization of the committee. 
The Councilmen seemed inclined to be a 
little satirical at Mr. Mesmer’s expense. 
Mr. Wirsching, who was present, de­ 
clared that as long as Mr. Jackson was 
connected with the special committee 
appointed by those who had fought the 
bonds that committee could never be in­ 
duced to take the Ballona route into con­ 
sideration. 
Mr. Shafer expressed himself as of the 
opinion that the appointm ent of such a 
commission as was proposed would place 
the Council in a very awkward position. 
The commission might sit for some time 
and never accomplish anything, or it 
m ight decide upon some scheme which 
th e Council could not conscientiously 
adopt. 
H is idea was that some day in 
the week might tie selected for regalar 
meetings of the Council to act as a com­ 
mittee of the whole to consider the sewer 
question. 
At these meetings different 
leading citizens might be called upon to 
give their views, and an effort made to 
harm onize the whole. 
It was finally decided to recommend 
to the Council that the City Clerk be in­ 
structed to advertise for bids to take the 
sewage of the city for fifty years at the 
following points: 
(1) Boyle H eights, at 
the southern line of the city; (2) Ala­ 
meda street, at the southern line of the 
city ; and (3) the southwest corner of the 
city.

The desert about has since been known 
as Death valley. 
This desert place of deserts is in Inyo 
county, 125 miles north by east of Oro 
G rande, the nearest railroad point. From 
tbe railroad station the valley is reached 
w ith horBes or mules, and all materials 
and provisions have to be packed on 
burros. 
The 
valley 
has 
a 
trend 
from 
the 
west 
to 
the 
southeast, 
and is 
bounded 
on 
the 
southern 
line by the Funeral mountains, which 
debouch into the Ivawatch range, which 
runs nearly north and south. The Pana- 
m int range extends westerly from the 
southwestern portion of the valley, and 
intercepts the State range, which runs 
north and south with an easterly trend. 
The entire plain enclosed by these moun­ 
tain rungos is entirely destitute of water, 
and is rarely ventured upon save by the 
Indians of ttie Panam int country. 
From early times it has been known 
th at Death valley was rich in precious 
m inerals—that its lap of death wbb a 
treasury 
of 
yellow 
gold 
and 
sparkling 
silver. 
In 
late 
years 
prospector 
after 
prospector 
has 
dared 
to 
explore 
this 
region 
of 
death, only to leave his bones to bleach 
on the hot sands, or to return, after hard­ 
ship and suffering, hopeless oi gainiDg 
the coveted wealth he found there. 
“ No 
w ater, no water anyw here,” was the 
despairing cry of every prospector who 
returned. The m iners who are now de­ 
veloping the newly opened mines report 
th at within two m onths they have found 
the bodies of six prospectors who have 
perished on the desert from thirst. Some 
three weeks ago, as a party of them were 
passing through W ind Gato pass, they 
heard the faint 
“ Hello, 
hello,” 
of 
a 
voice 
in 
the 
distance. 
They 
followed 
the 
sound, 
but 
could 
not find the dying man. 
After several 
hours, as their water had nearly given 
out, they abandoned the search. They 
did not hear a cry of help after the first 
times. 
The following day an exploring 
party which followed them came upon 
the body of a man but a few hours dead. 
Although his last despairing cry hail 
reached the ears of the miners, it had 
failed to save him , and he had }>erished 
miserably with help within a stone’s 
throw, 
But water has now been found. 
A few months since Mr. R. B. Taylor, 
the banker of South Riverside, fitted out 
an exploring expedition and put himself 
at the head of It. After locating several 
mines the party explored for water. 
Directed by the friendly Indians, they 
found it after many days of search. And 
strange to tell, they found it in abund­ 
ance, but high up in th e m ountains—so 
high that it is distributed and absorbed 
by the dry hills before it reaches the 
burning plains, or, perhapB, flows away 
through some subterranean passage as 
the Humboldt and Carson riveis sink 
out of sight in the deserts of Nevada 
The constant Bupply of water which has 
been found will have to be piped or 
flumed down the mountain side to the 
m ines; but, in whatever way it be util­ 
ized, the finding of it will open one of 
the richest mining districts in California, 
and make grandly wealth-producing the 
most sterile portion of the State. 
The Death Valley Mining Company 
has been incorporated, with Mr. Taylor 
as President and Manager, and is devel­ 
oping the 
eight 
m ines 
that 
have 
been 
located 
by 
the 
company 
aB 
rapidly as 
possible, 
and 
they 
will be worked for legitim ate returns. 
The ore so far taken out is oi a high 
grade, free milling and assayB from $200 
to $1,000 a ton, with a large percentage 
of gold. 
Pure galena and sulphates are 
found, the latter hearing 
free gold. 
Ledges have been followed for a mile, 
and Panam int 
Tom, the old Indian 
chief, says that the m ountains are full of 
gold and silver. 
The mines of the Death valley Mining 
Company are situated on the southern 
edge of Death Valley in the Funeral 
mountains.

A l h a m b r a f i n d M an G a b r i e l . 
The rain was a surprise which, while 
having its pleasant and beneficial feat­ 
ures, was also capable of doing much 
damage.

th a t have been badly infested with the 
white scale cannot be estim ated, aB 
many of the dried-up scales have been 
washed off, and alao the dirt and dust. 
The trees look fresh and green, and are 
growing luxuriantly. The hay and grain 
that is still in the field will be dam aged 
slightly. 
But the greatest injury will be 
to tbe grass in the pastures. 
If it begins 
to grow, unless there are showers at 
short intervals, it will all dry up, and 
thus cause a scarcity of cattle feed. 
The schools will open on the 16th of 
September. 
The new school will un­ 
doubtedly be completed by that tim e. 
Rumor says that a new grocery store 
is to be opened in A lham bra. 
Mr. Stan­ 
ton is to be the proprietor and will locate 
in the Jones block. 
The Rapid Transit has changed its 
time table, bo that instead of two trainq 
from Los Angeles in the forenoon, there 
is only one, and only one to Los Angeles 
in the afternoon. 
The Baptist church will soon be ready 
for use, as the plasterers are expected to 
get to work plastering it in a day or two. 
J. M. Elliott's residence will also be 
completed in a very short time. 
The work of the vedolia cardinalis is 
not finished; there are a few orchards 
th at have large num bers of the white 
scale in them yet, but in all of them the 
parasite is enjoying itself. The fact that 
the cardinalis devours members of its 
own family should not be forgotten, for 
this leads to their own rapid destruction 
when there are not enough scale bugs 
for them to live on. 
In an orchard here 
which three weeks ago was literally alive 
with the parasite in all its various stages 
of development, today your correspond­ 
ent could not find a single one. 
And 
while closely inspecting the trees in 
search of the beetle he found a live scale 
bag—only one, but frive it two week* 
more and it means s 
oral handled. 
The fact that the | 
-tite has noteaton 
all the bugs, but left enough to reiuíoat che 


trees, should not be discouraging in the 
least, but should lead to proper measures 
being taken to protect the little friend, 
tbe vedolia cardinalis, from itself, so that 
wherever the white scale makes its reap­ 
pearance a regiment of the Australian 
beetle could be posted and thus carry on 
tbe war of exterm ination. 
Mr. H . P. Ware has returned from 
Santa Monica, and says he feels like a 
new man. 
The San Gabriel winery has began 
crashing grapes. 
It is understood that 
no grapes will be bought at the Sunny 
Slope winery, as a cablegram has been 
received to that effect by the managers 
here.

A b o u t R r -g r a d itig ' S t r e e t s . 
The Board of Public Works desires to 
m eet property holders in regard to the 
re*grading of Court House street, Bunker 
H ill avenue and Hope street, in the City 
H all next Thursday at 10 a. m. 
Those 
interested in the widening of Los Angeles 
street will be heard by the board on 
W ednesday at the fam e hour. This m at­ 
te r of re-grading streets is a very serious 
one. The streets referred to above have 
mil been graded once and paid for. V al­ 
uable improvements have been made on 
these streets on the basis of the estab­ 
lished grades. No change should be 
m ade under such circumstances, except­ 
ing in such cases as where paramount in­ 
terests dem and it, and then the changes 
should be at th e expense of the property 
oenefited by the changes, and not a cent 
should come out of the pockets of those 
who are not benefited. 
W here actual 
dam age is 
done, 
particularly where 
outlays are made necessary to make im ­ 
proved property conform to the new 
grades, th e owners should be compen­ 
sated for Buch expanses. And the judges 
AS to damages ought to be largely those 
who own the property. It is all very 
well for those who want the changes 
m ade for their own benefit to prate about 
the good it will do the others. 
This is 
m ainly a selfish world in business m at­ 
ters, and those who are too glib in their 
dem onstrations that, they are doing so 
m uch good to their neighbors should be 
well watched, or they will steal all in 
sight. It is very fine to tell a man hie 
property will become available for busi­ 
ness, but if it is expensively and well 
improved for other purposes, such pros­ 
pect of business is generally far off or of 
dubious expediency. Besides, very often 
A poor m an has not th e means to make 
th e necessary changes, his property will 
be ruined for residence purposes, in 
dull times none will buy him out, and he 
starves today while waiting for a feast 
five years hence. 
In the meantime some 
schem er whose lot was not improved, or 
who had money to take advantage of the 
change, fattens at his neighbor’s expense. 
I t is reported that for Bunker Hill avenue, 
Which has been graded once, one plan of 
re-grading is already fixed upon, another 
of more radical shape is in em bryo; and 
then to cap the climax of absurdity and 
rascality, there is a further scheme 
on 
foot 
to 
cut 
First 
street 
heavily at Bunker Hill, 
where the 
other schemes here referred to raise the 
grade of the pretty little avenue. 
Here 
is taking the hoofs with the hide of the 
property holders in this locality and 
then grabbing the horns with the hoofs. 
Gentlemen of the Council go a little 
Blow in these destructive schemes of 
yours and of your 
enterprising City 
Engineer. Mayor Hazard will do well 
to pass these schemes to a second and 
even third reading before he signs them. 
There are m any interests along those 
streets th at are in jsopardy for the bene­ 
fit of 
someone two or 
three miles 
Away.

For the year that ended June 30tb, 
1889, there were imported and exported 
to and from the United States, nearly 
twenty million tons of merchandise.

American vessels carried 
only 14 per cent, of this, and received 
no more than that proportion of the 
earnings.

The fun of the business is that most of 
the poachers are Americans under the 
English dig.

D e n v e r, September 0.—At an early 
hour this morning Timothy Stocking, a 
faro dealer at the Arcade gambling hall, 
shot and inBtantly killed Billy Murphy, 
an ex-convict of Joliet, Illinois. 
The 
story leading up to the m urder is some­ 
thing of a romance. 
Miss Williams, a 
beautiful young girl, came to Chicago 
from a small town in Wisconsin to visit 
friends. 
Shortly after her arrival she 
met Billy Murphy, a plum ber, who fell 
madly in love with her. 
The lady did 
not return his affections, and soon after 
m et and married Timothy Stocking, a 
member of Pinkerton’s detective agency. 
M urphy took to drink, ana several months 
after the wedding was caught attem pting 
to burglarize a residence, und was sen­ 
tenced to 
five 
years' imprisonment. 
M urphv swore he would kill both Stock­ 
ing and his wife as soon as he could gain 
his liberty. After hisrolease he followed 
the couple over the country, finally 
locating them at Denver. 
He came here 
few months ago, and meeting Mrs. 
Stocking upon the street,nearly frightened 
her to death by threats of violence against 
herself and husband. 
Stocking, how­ 
ever. appeared to pay little attention to 
his threats, and laughed at them when­ 
ever his wife epeke about the matter. 
The police were notified of the state of 
affaire, and 
had 
repeatedly driven 
Murphy from the Stocking premises, 
where he had been sulkiDg around at all 
hours of the night. 
This 
morning 
Stocking heard someone knocking at hie 
front door, and going to the entrance, he 
aeked who was there, and being informed 
that it was Billy M urphy, Stocking 
looked between the blinds and eaw the 
man with a huge knife in his hand. 
Stocking picked up a shotgun, and fired 
th e contents of the barrel into M urphy’s 
face and neck, literally tearing them to 
pieces. Murphy staggered out of the 
gate and fell upon the walk a corpse. 
Stocking was arrested and locked up at 
the Central Station. The deceased has 
a father liviDg on Blue Island avenue, 
Chicago, and a cousin and brother in the 
same city, all of whom are quite wealthy 
and iofluential citizens. 
DISCARDED BY III8 FAMILY. 
C h ic a g o , September G.—William Mur­ 
phy, who was killed this morning at 
Denver by Timothy Stocking, had rather 
an unsavory reputation in Chicago. 
His 
father, Edward M urphy, lives at the cor­ 
ner of Harrison street and Blue Island 
avenue, and is 74 years old. About four 
m onths ago ThomaB Murphy, a rich 
uncle, died and left $35,000 or $40.000 
apiece to William and his three brothers, 
Frank, John and Jam es. The latter is a 
plumbar at 21 Bine Island avenue, John 
is

conductor 
on 
a 
railroad, 
and 
Frank 
is 
a 
butcher 
in 
Colorado, about 100 miles from Denver. 
The money was not to be paid to the boys 
until the death of their father. William, 
who was about 39 years old, had been 
discarded by his family on account of hie 
many misdeeds. 
He had been in the 
penitentiary three times, the last time 
being sent up for knocking down and 
robbing hie brother-in-law. His relatives 
in this city had heard nothing of him for 
three years. They have decided to take 
no eteps in the m atter of the killing, hav­ 
ing long ago decided to have nothing 
more to do with William.

Dana’s salary varied from $0,000 to $8,000 
per year.

He has a wife and five 
children. Hie family deny all knowledge 
of bis whereaboutB.

ACRES OK BURNING PETROLEUM . 


T h ere passed through this city yester­ 
day over the Southern Pacific lines two 
trains of California products for the East, 
that are typical of our State and an 
earneBt of what will be done in these 
lines in the near future. There were in 
the two trains fifty cars, and they were 
laden with wine and wool, with brandy 
and hides, with canned goods of all sorts, 
including the various fruits of the State, 
vegetables and salm on. It would be a 
difficult m atter to estimate the value of 
these two trains. 
Fifteen tons of wool 
in any one car would be worth $4,000 to 
$10,000, according to it 3 grade, and as to 
w hether it was iu the grease or scoured. 
A carload of hides of the eame weight 
would be worth perhaps $4,000. Salmon 
or canned fruit by the carload will run 
in value up in the thousands of dollars, 
while a carload of wine would be worth 
vastly more than any commodity named 
yet, and a carload of brandy would be 
worth five times as much as one of wine. 
The day is not far off when daily from 
Los Angelea and three or four other 
points in this State a half a dozen such 
trains will leave to cross the continent 
with goods raised here, and th eir reven­ 
ues returned to the State in paym ent for 
these products of our soil will be of a 
volume even we do not realize. 


I t is fortunate for the editorial pundits

The Com­ 
mittee on Elective Franchise made a 
lengthy report. It provides that six 
months residence in the State shall be 
necessary before a man can vote; no re­ 
ligious test shall be required; no one 
convicted of crookedness in connection 
with an election shall be qualified to 
hold office; the secrecy of the ballot 
shall be inviolate, eave in the case of 
contested elections; general elections 
shall 
be 
held 
every 
two 
years. 
The Committee on Congressional Re­ 
quirements and Taxation made a report. 
It is set forth, among other thiDgs, that 
the State shah acknowledge all the Ter­ 
ritory’s debts except those incurred dur­ 
ing the late war and known as militia 
claims. 
It provides for the perfect toler­ 
ation of religious sentim ents; that there 
shall be no preference by law for any re­ 
ligious institution; that the State may 
tax lands held by au Indian who has 
severed his tribal relations; that tne 
State shall establish a system of public 
schools, open to all the children of New 
Mexico alike, and free from sectarian 
control. 
A minority report was submit­ 
ted which approved the majority report, 
except that clause relating to non-secta­ 
rian schools. 
The reports received were 
sent to the calendar, to come up at some 
future lime. The com mittee’s reference 
to the militia claims created a great deal 
of comment. 
There are about $400,000 
worth of these claims outstanding and 
many members of the convention are 
large holders.

He quitted the Ecole 
Polytechnique in his 17th year, and at 
once pluDged into work as a writer on 
the Parisian press. For ten years Villa 
acquired 
a 
reputation 
as 
the Fi~ 
garo's dram atic critic. Villa waB one 
of 
the 
first 
Parisians 
to condemn 
the candidacy of Louis Napoleon against 
Cavaigua in 1848. 
A friend and adm irer 
of La M artine, he pointed out, neverthe­ 
less, the danger that would follow votes 
scattered for Deputy RaBpail, General 
Changanier and La Martine himself. Hie 
forecast was justified. Cavaigua was 
defeated. 
Villa, in 1851, when forced to 
leave Paris, took refuge at Geneva. Two 
years later, despairing of taking up his 
old 
free life of the Parisian boule­ 
vards, he left Switzerland, reachiog New 
York in August, 1853. 
For more than 
thirteen years he spent his leisure time 
writing wonderfully graphic and pictur­ 
esque criticisms of New York theatrical 
performances in the Courier des Etas 
Unis•

envelojied in a dense smoke. 
Eighty thousand barrel? of oil are 
burning. 
Eighty persons w«-re injured, 
the majority of them workmen.

merous houses burning. 
Shipping at 
the African and American docks is 
in danger. Tbe 
number of deaths 
will reach 200. 
About 500 persons 
were injured. The loss will be

million francs. 
It will be impossible to 
extinguish the flames in less than twen- 
ty-fonr hours. Several vessels have been 
burned. 
Owing to the intense heat, the 
firemen are unable to approach nearer 
than 100 yards. 
The latest estim ate is that there are 
300 killed and 1,000 wounded. 
The ex­ 
plosions continue. 
At the American 
docks all the ships have been saved 
owing to the favorable direction of the 
wind. 
The stained windows of 
the 
cathedral are sm ashed, and it is feared 
the steeple will collapse. 
The whole 
vicinity is strewn with debris. 
The 
soldiers of the garrison and a large num 
ber of citizens are aiding tbe firemen. 
Many are dropping from exhaustion. The 
scenes at the hosphals are tieartrending. 
King Leopold has sent a telegram ex­ 
pressing sympathy and asking for partic­ 
ulars. The factory was condemned some 
time ago, but a deputation of Parliament 
allowed work to continue in it. Much in­ 
dignation is expressed at the deputa­ 
tion.

The President returned to this city 
from Philadelphia this afternoon at 3 
o’clock. 
SAN DOMINGO IN SULKS. 
An official statem ent of the action of 
the American nations upon the invita­ 
tion to participate in the Congress next 
month, was issued by the State Depart­ 
m ent today. It shows that every one 
accepted the invitation except San 
Domingo. 
The reason given by the 
Government of that country for declin­ 
ing to participate, was that the treaty 
negotiated by the representatives of the 
latter country several years ago, failed 
of ratification by the Senate of the United 
States. 
PO8T0FFICK STRIKE AVERTED. 
The Acting Postmaster-General today 
received a telegram from Spokane Falls, 
W. T.j conveying the information that a 
majority of clerks and the postmaster 
had concluded to remain at their posts 
and not strike on account of alleged in­ 
adequate allowances for salaries, as they 
threatened to do yesterday. 
THE BELL TELEPHONE SUIT. 
The snit of the United States Govern­ 
ment against the Bell Telephone Com­ 
pany has assumed a more definite 
aspect. 
A paper filed in the Patent 
Office assigns Senator Frank Jones, John 
R. Bartlett and H . C. Andrews as abso­ 
lute trustees. Absolute control of all 
rights is held by the People’s Telephone 
Company. This means a unification of 
all the interests which formerly fought 
Bell separately. 
The Bell patent is to 
be fought on the ground of priority of 
the patent of Daniel Drawbaugh. 
HOW TO PREVENT DESERTIONS. 
The eubject]of desertion from the army 
will be treated at length in the forthcom­ 
ing report of the Secretary of War. It is 
one that has had Secretary Proctor’s 
earnest consideration from the beginning, 
as well as that of the Adjutant-General’s 
staff. 
Various changes in camp and 
barrack life with a view to increasing the 
soldier’s comfort and interest in his com­ 
mand, have been instituted, notably con­ 
solidated mess and canteen systems. 
These have worked well wherever tried, 
and the result has been that the percent­ 
age of desertions has been decreased 
since 1883. 
Of desertions 95 per cent, occur among 
men serving their first and second year 
of enlistment. In May last Major Theo. 
Schwan, Assistant Adjutant General, 
under instructions from Secretary Proc­ 
tor, made a tour of inspection of the re­ 
cruiting depots at Davin’s island, New 
York, Columbus, Ohio, and Jefferson bar­ 
racks, Missouri. The Major is himself asol- 
dier who came up from the rankB, and 
his report to the Adjutant-General con­ 
tains numerous suggestions, including 
the drafc of a bill prepared by him last 
winter, after a close study of the situa­ 
tion, calculated in his opinion to lessen 
the evil of desertion. Major Schwan 
says: 
“ Whatever canses of discontent may 
at one time have existed, each as a lack of 
provision or care for the physical com­ 
fort and needs of the enlisted soldier, or 
unreasonable demands upon, and unfair 
cr harsh treatm ent of him , have been re­ 
moved, so far as it is in the power of the 
m ilitary authorities to do so, and cases 
are few where the failure of the Govern­ 
m ent to make good its obligations can be 
truthfully alleged as affording even a 
semblance of justification for desertion.’' 
Among other things Major Schwan’s 
bill provides safeguards against the re­ 
admission to service of “repeaters'1 or 
professional deeerters. 
Another pro­ 
vision of the bill i b that one-third of the 
soldier’s pay for the first year ahall ba 
retained until his discharge, mui forfeited 
if he does not serve out hip term. It 
also provides for the adoption of the 
British custom of permitting enlisted 
men to purchase their discharges. 
Acting Adjutant General McKeever 
and other officers of his staff have, at 
Secretary Proctor’s request, submitted 
memoranda on the subject of desertions. 
Acting Adjutant McKeever says in his 
opinion the causes of desertion are 
disappointment at the realities of 
military life; 
the employment of 
soldiers on labor work without extra 
pay ; the inequality of punishments as 
inflicted by court-martial by company 
adm inistration; tyrannical conduct some­ 
tí mee exercised toward enlisted men by 
officers, and more especially by First 
Sergeants; above all, too often unneces­ 
sary restraints imposed on the soldier. 
He also believes the largest num ber of 
deserters are American born. The fol­ 
lowing remedial measures are suggested: 
Limit the term of enlistm ent in first en­ 
listm ent to three years; re-enlistment to 
five years; grant discharges on the pay­ 
m ent of certain sums, graded according to 
the length of service; discharge men 
found to be incorrigibly bad and without 
character, and thus bar their re-entry 
into the service; secare a graded Order 
of punishments for the guidance of 
courts-m artial; secure a better class of 
non-commissioned officers, and especiall y 
First Sergeants; by increasing their pay. 
The arrest and punishm ent of deserters 
can be made more certain than at pres­ 
ent by increasing the reward. 


SANTA FE CHANUES. 
P resid en t S tro n g ’! R eslgn n tlo i 
M anvel In sta ll d. 
B oston, September 6.—At a meeting 
of the Directora of the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe railroad, today, the follow­ 
ing communication was read: 
“ G en tlem en—I hereby resign the 
office of President and Director of this 
company, to take effect as soon as the 
board can relieve me from duty, but not 
later than the next mee’inif of the 
board. 
W illiam B. S tro n g .’ 
Tue resignation was accepted, and a 
resolution expressing appreciation of his 
faithfulness, integrity and ability and 
sincere wishes for his future welfare and 
success, was adopted by the directors. 
Allen Manvel, late Vice-President of the 
St. Paul, Minneapolis and Manitoba 
railway, was then unanimously elected 
Director and President of the company, 
and will resume his duties next Monday. 
It was announced that a sufficient 
number of stockholders of each of the 
California companies had given their 
consent to a consolidation of the same, 
and that the consolidation goes into 
effect forthwith. 
instructions were given to the General 
Counsel to take steps at the opening of 
Congress to have Han Diego declared a 
port for immediate transportation in 
bond, to put it upon the same basis with 
San Francisco, so that San Diego will in 
the future be in as favorable a position 
for customs and transportation facilities 
as San Francisco. 
To meet the present situation of the 
road’s affairs, the by-laws were amended 
*o as to relieve the President from the 
supervision of the financial affairs cf the 
company, thus leaving him free to give 
his entire time to the operation of the 
railway properties in the system. F. E. 
Peab dy, of Kidder, Peabody A Co., was 
elected a director. Adjourned.

Y .,Septem ber 6.—The 
young woman who euicided at Niagara 
Falls yesterday morning by plunging in 
and being carried over the cataract, is 
believed to be Anna Mead, of thiB city. 
Miss Mead left her home Wednesday. 
That was the last seen of her. A de­ 
scription of the suicide tallies with that 
of the missing girl. Yesterday morning 
her parents received a letter postmarked 
Niagara Falls. There is no date on it 
and no name was signed, but the hand­ 
writing is that of the missing girl. The 
letter read: “ I bought a ticket for this 
place, and if nothing happens to prevent 
me, I intend to go over the falls. The 
reason I came here is the possibilitv 
that my body will not be found, and I 
hope it never will. No one is to blame 
but myself." 
Miss Mead was 25 years old and well 
connected. No reason can be given for 
the act. She was generally considered 
merry and light hearted, but had an oc­ 
casional spell of melancholy. Her home 
was pleasant and she was surrounded 
with every comfort. She moved in good 
society and was much admired. A week 
ago she visited Niagara and seemed tobe 
strangely fascinated with the falls.
